West tech schools 
_ face money crisis 


- _ By Noel. Maud 


Most of ‘the west’s technical 
sohools are deep’ in a financial 
crisis because of inadequate State 
Government money arrangements. 
Principals at- most schools have had to 


cut drastically supplies of essential class 
materials, 


Others have had to cut out ‘night classes, or 
are considering cutting classes. 


Nearly every school in the west is facing a 
huge financial deficit. 


Those that are staying in the black have cut 
back hardest on materiais for students. 

‘The schools” are caught up in a crisis ‘that 
according to principals is going to make most of 
the State’s téchs. bankrupt without immediate 
increases in government grants. 

This is how the west’s principals see their 
situations: 

‘Laurie Etherton, ‘Altona North: “We started 
this: year with a $6000 deficit and cut out all night 
classes to cut costs. 


“Now we could be wotse off at the‘end of this: 


year than last year, without our night classes. 
“We're looking at staff cuts. Already we have 
extra buildings and can't employ additional clean- 
ing staff to look after them. 
“If we have to keep’ cutting back the class- 
rooms won't be cleaned as well as they are now. 


“Having. faced this situation last year and | 


made cuts we thought we would get extra to cover 
salary rises this year. The money is not coming 
through and we’re in all sorts of predicaments.”

Cuts in Federal Government. expenditure 
were certain to have an adverse effect on the 
western suburbs, Mr. Ralph Willis, MHR (Labor, 
Gellibrand) said last week. 


The Government had 
already slashed ex- 
penditure by over $400 
million this year, Mr. 
Willis said. 

And this was only the’ 

first stage. ° 

Much more substantial 
cuts were at present being 
considered by the Govern- 
ment. 

Examples.of areas 
where cut-backs had been 
felt already included:

Not much thought is given to it be- 
cause “accidents are something that hap- 


pen to other people’. 


It takes the equiva- 


lent of a West Gate Bridge disaster to make 
headlines — but the same amount of 
industrial carnage happens in Australia 


every fortnight. 


Mostiy individual 
deaths, dismissed in the 
press under short single- 
column headings such as 
“Youth killed in ma- 
chine” “Spanner Kills 
man” “Trench smothers 
workman”, they do all 
add up to a grim toll each 
year. s 

The Victorian 
Department of Labor 
and Industry has a team 
of expert investigators 
quickly on the scene of a 
fatal accident. 

Sometimes the depart- 
«Ment is notified of the ac- 
cident by the employer. 
More often the informa- 
tion comes from the local 
police, who know the de- 

+partment should be 
notified immediately. 

The on-the-spot in- 
westigation records what 
happened —- what the 
worker was doing when 
killed — checks any ma- 
chinery involved to see if 
at was in a safe condition, 
whether guards were pro- 
vided for the machine 


and were in place, ‘finds 
many witnesses to the ac- 
cident, 

The industrial safety 
division keeps records 
of fatal industrial ac- 
cidents: the technical ser- 
vices division has 
separate records of. crane 
accidents, 

Twenty Trsons 
listed as having r 
killed in industrial acci- 
dents in Victoria in 1974, 
30 in 1973, 29 in 1972 and 
29'in 1971. 

Crane deaths ‘for the 
same years were nine, 
21 and 14. 

Department ‘of Labor 
Officials are only cau- 
tiously optimistic over 
the drop in the number of 
crane deaths. They be- 
lieve the slowihg down of 
building activity might 
have something to do 
with it. 

The summary of the 
fatal accidents that ap- 
pears in the departments 
annual report is chilling 
in its simplicity, in some 
cases horrifying.

@re many and varied. The 
two given above happen- 
ed in firms with generally 
good safety records. 

Other reasons include 
machine faults, machines 
without guards in posi- 
tion, loose clothing be- 
coming entangled in 
machinery, long hair not 
tied back or covered be- 
coming caught in ma- 
chinery, slips, falls and 
human error and care- 
lessness, 


Many factories do their 
best to minimise acci- 
dents through good 
housekeeping and safety 
training or workers: 

Crane accidents do not 
happen only on high-rise 
buidings. : 


There are also mobile 
cranes and overhead fac- 
tory cranes that can kill 
just as effectively if they 
are given ~the oppor- 
tunity. 








A recent Labor and 
Industry Department re- 
port tells of the crane dri- 
ver who was electrocuted 
when the boom of his mo- 
dile crane contacted over- 
head power lines, the 
man who died from in- 
juries when hit by a load 
falling from a crane, ‘the 
dogman, who died when 
eye ts supporting a 
load snapped and the man 
slid off the load onto the 
ground, 


Commenting on the fa: 
tiltities in one report, the 
department said that in 
almost every serious ac- 
cident the cause was 
either faulty action by 
the crane operator, crane 
chaser or dogman, or un- 
Safe working conditions 
or a combination of both. 

The Department of. 


Labor’s safety bureau 
tries hard to educate 
management and workers 
on the need for safety 
consciousness. 

Its team of experts in- 
spects factories to see 
that safety regulations 
are being complied with, 
Tuns courses in safety 
and issues thousands of 
leaflets and booklets in 
an effort to educate 
workers to the risks. 


It stresses that acci- 
-dents do not happen ~ 
they are caused. 


And how easily they. 


are caused is obvious 
from the enormous num- 
ber ‘of accidents and the 
‘variety of causes, 


The department warns 
workers that items such 
as rings, watches and 
bracelets should not be- 
‘worn On the job. 

Accidents involving men 
losing fingers when their

Absence from work.

1960 to 1968 totalled 
2,311,000 days. 

Absence from . work 
through industrial in- 
juries in the same period 
totalled 6,783,000 days. 

For the year ended 
June, 1971, industrial in- 
juries accounted for 
80,000 inpatient bed days 
and 74,000 outpatient 
visits in Victorian public 
hospitals, or two per 
cent. of the total hospital 
usage in Victoria, é 

From this comparison 
it is clear that industrial 
injuries are almost as 
costly to the community 
from a health and medi-« 
cal viewpoint as are 
motor vehicle accidents.
